Parte, Nov 2. — The newa of tho 
alining of the arbitration trcuty be- 
tween France and the United States 
In Washlncton Tuesday ii received 
here with the warmest expression! of 
approval, particularly in government 
circles, where the treaty Is regarded 
not only as a strong Isjnd between the 
two republics, but alio aa au impor- 
tant extenalon of Foreign Mlniater 
Delcaaie'a seriea of peace treatlea. 
The Initiative waa taken over a year 
ago when Baron d'Eatournelles de 
Constant, the leader of the French ar- 
bitration movement, wrote to Presi- 
dent Hooaevelt expressing the hope 
that the Anglo-French entente might 
have aa a aequel a Franco-American 
entente President Roosevelt express- 
ed hla hearty approval, aaylng tbat 
Secretary Hay would take up the 
question. In the meantime Foreign 
Minister Delcaase and Ambassador 
Porter went over the aubject here and 
Secretary Hay and Ambassador Jesse- 
rand opened preliminary negotiations. 

The French officials were favorable 
throughout and regretted poatpone- 
ment. owing to the question over 
Spui.'-I. ratification. When Ambaiaa- 
dor Juiserand waa here recently, M. 
iH li.-i- . ogam OBJafBtfti wltli L!m M 
the subject. Since the ambaeaador'a 
return to Waahlngton reports Indicat- 
ed that former difficulties had been 
removed, and the newa of the algnlng 
of the treaty brings the realisation of 
what the officials had long dealred. 

Ambassador Porter, when aeen Tuea- 
day nlgbt. manifested the heartiest 
aatlifactlon at the aucceaiful conclu- 
alon of the negotiations He said that 
the relatione between the t'nlted 
Statea and France were fortunately ao 
cordial that It waa to be hoped the 
terma of the treaty might never be 
Invoked However, he added, the doc- 
ument would exerclae a highly benefi- 
cial Influence In giving definite treaty 
form to the long exlating frleadahlp of 
two government! and peoplea. 

The public and press itrongly ap- 
prove of the treaty, mainly because 
of the friendly altitude of France to- 
ward the t'nlted Statea and also aa 
another notable achievement of M. 
IH-Icaaae, whose recent pacific Influ- 
ences In the Anglo Russian crisis have 
emphaalsed the benefit resulting from 
the various ententes he ha 
ed la establishing

Wednesday the Daring Navigator Will 
Attempt 15 Mil* Flight Over a Des- 
ignated Course, Choice to Be 
Left to Newipaper Men. 

St Louii. Nov. 2.— A second suc- 
cessful flight of the Baldwin airship 
was made at the World s fair Tuesday, 
tinder the guidance of A. R. Knalx n 
■hue, of Toledo, O.. who maneuvered 
the "California Arrow" at will high 
above the western portion of the expo- 
sition grounds' and descended In tho 
stadium adjoining the aerial concourse 
amid the cheering thousands after a 
flight of 36 minutes. 

A light ureeze of probably three 
miles an hour was blowing from the 
southwest when the "Arrow" waa 
brought out of the aerodrome Tues- 
day. Knabenshue was Instructed by 
Mr. Baldwin to make a flight of half 
an hour and to maneuver In the vicin- 
ity of the concourae, but In descending 
to land without the enclosure. 

"I'm all ready, start the motor." ho 
said Baldwin gave the motor wheel 
a turn and the little engine energet- 
ically began iti "chug chug-chug." re- 
volving the propeller fans. Lightly 
aa a bird the airship rose above the 
heads of the cheering spectators, 
gracefully cleared the high fence and 
proceeded due north mounting higher 
and higher each Instant. After read, 
ing in altitude of about 3<>0 feet Knab- 
emhue waved hii cap to tho ipeeta- 
tora and then swept hii rudder to 
veer the "Arrow" to the south. Al- 
moat before the rudder had completed 
the turn the "Arrow" began respond- 
ing, and slowly swung around in a 
circle until tho prow pointed to the 
louthweit against the wind. Then 
Knabenshue tilted the "Arrow" up- 
ward and began ascending. His 
course was directly acroas the con- 
course and his movements were plain- 
ly dlacernlble. He peered closely In- 
to the motor, which seemed to have 
suddenly died down and began work- 
ing at the controlling lever. After a 
moment the propeller seemed to gain 
renewed energy and the propeller r.- 
volved with speed. The young aero- 
naut then threw out some ballast and 
sand and stood toward the rear or the 
framework, tilting the prow upward 
at a greater angle Like a bird the 
"Arrow" shot toward the zenith until 
an altitude of probably 1.600 feet had 



Then Knabenshue headed directly 
for the southwest, breasting the wind. 
Then he made a complete turn nnd 
came directly back over tho concourse. 
Once more he turned and proceeded 
to the southeaat. Then the airship 
pointed toward the southwest and re- 
ceded in a itralght line for a mile. 
Field glasses brought to bear on the 
daring navigator showed that he was 
coolly directing his ship and that all 
was well. Then the airship circled 
to the eaat. turned again to the north, 
veered to the northwest and at a good 
apeed came back to the vicinity of tho 



When almost above the 
the " Arrow" changed its course again 
and proceeded directly east for half a 
mile, then made a turn and retraced 
until well over the stadium, when It 
swung to the northwest and proceed- 
ed until It had passed almost a mile 
northweat of the exposition grounds. 
A turn waa then made within a radius 
of oreatimably 75 feet and Knabemhue 
headed toward the east and back over 
the concourse. 

H* then performed a series of ma- 
neuvers, shooting In one direction for 
a ihort distance, turning quickly and 
ihootlng off In the oppoilte direction, 
traversed a letter "S" course, dipped 
and came down several hundred feet, 
tilted the prow and ascended again 
to the original altitude and completed 
tho series by turning the airship in 
such a short space that It aeemed tho 
vesael swung round on a pivot. Pro- 
ceeding to the northwest until he had 
reached ahout the point of his previ- 
ous trip in that directum, he turned 
the airship sharply around, and, ho 
stated later, he pulled the rope thnt 
releases the gas. Then he Inclined 
the prow downward and slowly began 
hla descent, all the time proceeding 
toward the atadlum to the southeast. 
When above the stadium he was prob- 
ably 600 feet high. This caused him 
to mako a short circle during which 
the ship descended to within 500 fen 
of the ground. Knabenshue was then 
immediately west of the stadium and 
pointing the prow downward again ho 
steadily descended until the frame 
work waa seised by the shouting spec- 
tators who had hurriedly thronged the 
atadlum enclosure. 

Satisfied witn the demonstrations of 
the airship over short courses during 
these two trials. Inventor Baldwin an- 
at the conclusion of tho night 
ue will Wednesday un- 
a 15 mile flight over a deslg- 
turae, the choice of the course 
to be left to newspaper men. and tho 
flight to be mado regai.ll.- -s of tho 
wind conditions.

ORIGIN OF NUMERAL SYSTEM 



Paper Read Before Philological So- 
ciety Commenta on Forerunners 
of Present Method. 

In a paper read before the Ptillo- 
iety of Ibe I'nlvrrslty of 
recently. Prof. (ieorge 
Menipl coinmeiit.il upon the forerim- 
nus of our prestnt system of numera- 
tion Some two years ago. In seek- 
ing the origin of ibe Kunic letters (the 
first letters used by the (iermanic 
races). Prof. Ilrmpl discovered the 
primitive Ormanlr numeral notations. 
This threw new light upon the early 
fjermanlc numerical system, as well •• 
upon the primitive. Indo-Kuropean nu- 
merical system, and upon the develop- 
ment of ihe Urrek alphabet and the 
llreek numerical notation The primi- 
tive Indo-Kuropean numerical system 
waa a mixture of the decimal and the 
sexagesimal. The first large number 
was the "shock." that la, GO, and the 
next large number was the "hund." or 
"hundred," (hat is. 120. Iletwcen to 
and 120 there were no numbers like 
our 70. etc . 70 being "a shock and 10." 
and 80 being "a shock and 20 " The 
Introduction of our present numbers 
between 80 and 120 arose out of the In- 
troduction of the decimal hund or hun- 
dred, that I*. 100. in distinction from 
which (he old hundred HM| was railed 
th* duodecimal hundred, or the "great

Theological universities have not l>een laboratories for religious 
education, but merely have turned OOJ expert propagandists, who are 
alvvav* the exact patterns of then COMtfttCtOTt. They will not solve 
the religious i|ttr>tion>, nor will the churches Instruction is given in 
Smidav. schools by school teacheis who on week days would regard a 
similar lack of knowledge of science as disgraceful < Iften their moral 
character is not fit for the Sunday school. 

No other institution but the university can undertake this work. 
The work of the university which undertakes this 
will include provisions for let lure*, correspondence 
ami rtading courses for the students liihlieal hi>- 
lorv and literature, religion, ethics, philosophy 
and science also would be included in the curri- 
culum. 

The study will not be restricted to theory. The 
university will constitute itself a laboratory in which

HORRIBLE MURDER. 



A Successful Attack on the Russian 
Outposts at Wumingtsun and Two 
Unsuccessful Counter Attacks 
Made By Muscovites. 

Che Foo, Oct. St. — The third gen- 
eral attack on Port Arthur began Oc- 
tober 24, according to tinlmpeacliablo 
aut horny, and on October Jii Japanese 
shells act fire to the only smokeless 
powder magazine in i'ort Arthur Por- 
tions of (he town caught tire, the con- 
flaiiiation continuing the whole day. 
On October M the Japanese captured 
the Hessian trenches 011 the slope of 
Rlplung mountain, also a fortified po- 
sition protecting that fortress The 
Japanese consider the progress of the 
siege tu be highly satisfactory. 

Tokio. Oct. 31.- A report from the 
Manchurlan army headquarters receiv- 
ed Sunday records a successful night 
attack against the Russian outposts at 
Wumingtsun and two unsuccessful 
counter attacks made by Ihe Russiana. 
I he re|s>rt Is as follows 

"On the night of October 28 a small 
force nf the enemy attacked Waltaa 
mountain, but was Immediately re- 
|. iii w,t October 2'J at 3 o'clock In the 
morning a detachment of infantry was 
dispatched from the center army 
against Wumingtsun. The enemy was 
surprised and the houses occupied by 
UM enemy were set on fire. Wumingt- 
sun is Itwatrd midway between the) 
outposts of both armies, t'slng the 
place us a base, the enemy made fre- 
quent night attacks against our out- 
BMtl On the night of October 28 a 
force of the enemy of unknown 
strength attacked an eminence near 
Santaokanglz.11. but was immediately 
rcpnl-'cii." 

Mukden. Oct 31— The attack by the 
Japati< se on the Huddhlst Temple hill 
on October 27 led to sharp fighting. 
The Japanese artillery played on the 
position from early In the morning ren- 
dering the trenches untenable, shells 
and shrapnel sweeping s'verj I hlng anil 
demolishing all ihe shelters. Two ma- 
chine guns with the battalion defend- 
ing the hill were smashed and disa- 
bled, but Ihe defenders carried off tho 
remains of the guns when they were 
fnrccil to retire. The Japanase in- 
fantry attack under cover of the bom- 
bardment was made in cloae order. 
There was desperate hand to-hand 
fighting in the trenches followed by a 
counter attack with the bayonet. The 
Japanese finally gained the hill, but 
were unable to hold It In the face of 
the deadly Russian artillery fire. 

8t Petersburg. Oct 31 -The mili- 
tary situation has not yet developed 
an I thing of great Importance, though 
the tight at the Buddhist Temple hill 
on October 27 appears to have been 
decidedly a heavy engagement. It 
probably Indicates that final moves on 
ts.ili sides are now occurring prepara- 
tory to another long, serious battle. 
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FROM ALL OVER THE STATE. 
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WIPED OUT BY FIRE. 

Twenty One Buildings in Corinth. Ky., 
Destroyed. 

Lexington. Ky.. Oct. 31. — The town 
of ('uritith. with a poptilal ion of alsiut 
3fiO. 2.1 miles north of here on the 
flucdnnatl Southern railroad, was wip- 
ed out by fire. Twenty-one buildings 
were destroyed at a loss of $50,000. 
Only three business buildings, includ- 
ing the Farmers' bank, were saved. 
Not a house was left standing in Main 
street. The Are started from a defec- 
tive flue in a private residence, (ex- 
cept for a few private cisterns, there 
Is not sufficient water in the town to 
water a horse, so complete had been 
the drought. The Are department of 
Beattyvllle responded.

"The patient was taken ill Satur- 
day morning with appendlcit is. Symp- 
toms of peritonitis rapidly supervened 
snd an operation was decided upon by 
Dts. Bull. Delafleld^and Shrady. The 
operation was done early In the after- 
noon, since which time his condition 
has bet n satisfactory, although he can 
nut be pronounced out of danger for 
two or three days. At present the out- 
look Is favorable."
